GOVIHNOR KENNEDY AND THE 

CITY COUNCIL. 

Tba Uommiiteo uppuioted by tbe City 
OoanotI to wait opou Qovernor Kennedy io 
refflrence to the employment of tbo ebaio' 
gang on the pati.lie itreett. ba,4 {bd interview 
with His Excellenoy yesterday. The Gov- 
eroor wax unwilling that tho priaoners' labor 
stioald bo directed in auch a chanue), ajd 
gave bie reaaous sDcciuotly enough to tho do- 
putation. In citamining tho circumilanoca of 
tbe oate ne oannot, wo mast confoES, aub- 
soriba in tbe main to tbe viova propouedcd 
by His Excellency. Tho ptesant position of 
the City t^ouDcil is ono which makes any 
attempt at aunitary regul&lion almost futile, 
and it ia, theroforo, but right that the only 
power which can aid it in ita extremity 
sbould strain a point, even if It were neces- 
sary, to accomplish so desirable a' result . 
Tbe municipal authorities' have got no 
money, aro destitote oi tho power ol raising 
a nmoiuipal roveoue, and aro consequently 
obliged to come to tho Excoutivo lor assist- 
anoe. That auch a stale of affairs ahouUI 
exist in any British oommunity is almost 
looredible. We do Dot ' alva;a agree 
with tbe observations wbiob His. Esoel- 
lenoy is pleased occasionally to conke 
aboiit the House of Asaoinbly, but 
W8 cannot Cud fau't wltb bis rumnrkb 
to thu deputation yesterday, in relerenca lo 
tbe aotioQ of the members on tbe Inooipora- 
tioa biiU To those who voted for klUiog tbe 
measure tbe present unsatiifaotory condition 
of tbinp IB entirely due. Had either one or 
other of the loeorporatioo billi, which came 
beforo tho House during the present session, 
become law, we should not have had at the 
present time tha pitiable spectacle ol n mu- 
nioipal depotation calliog upon the Governor 
for assistance to clean tbo streets, and lot 
advice as to tha extent of the City Coaocil's 
powers • 

To come, however, to tbe deputation. Hia 
Esoelleucy objected to having tbo chain-gang 
emplpyad en tho streets, on tho ground firit, 
that ii ivuuld. by making II a prisoners' dc 
gradation so public, naaterially interfere with 
all iutore eSurts of reformation, iind^o the 
aeco'jd place that it would tend to diminish 
tbe respectability of tbe poliee force. Tbe 
first reason is one tbo.t is always bronght for- 
ward on tbe attempt tc employ convict labor 
on public thoroughfares, anu has, we admit, 
under ordinary oircumcitanoos, a certain 
amount of weight. But our ciroumstauces 
ate n'oi ordinary ; we already employ tho 
chaiDi'gaDg OD publio works, and maroh;tbein 
daiiy'^lbrungU the public sireeti; ' If they are 
not oocupied in cleansing the 'most btisy 
tboroagbfares tbey are engaged ill labors that 
make thorn >iluioat eqnally public, without a 
titbo of that general utility which would w 
suit from their efforts to improve the sanitary 
condition of the oity. Tbe. time and labor 
consumed in piciring and whaeliog dirt about 
the Government buildings might almost havti 
made a second Sebastopol. As it is, the worL 
has bean io the present state of affain, when 
i( Is so badly required elsewhere, ainiosi 
thrown sway. So far as this part of the ar 
gument goes, we do not ibiok there would be 
any injury to either tba town or tha prison- 
ers by tho employment of the chain-ganj; on 
the streets. Tha great fault, to far as the 
reclamation of prisoners ia concerned, is not

Manetta, ycl that I am c(jiially ns good an one, 
and but for his injudirions rushing into print, 
should Jiave calmly waited tho decihion <»f the 
liench, whom I arn assured will, rrgnrdlesa of Mr. 
Manctia's "dollars weiirhf," impartially decide ths 
subject before them.

There a man could not 
voto without being possessed of a heavy pro-' 
perty qualification ; there the fell spirit of 
Nullification, dimninu and eocceaion find its 
origin, and continued lo grow uolil every 
branch of their Slate o.'ganization was cor- 
rupted, until every circle of tbeir society was 
soiaoued with its veuom, and simply be- 
cause maohood suffraga was not undorsiood 
and had no exlstonce in the body politic. 
Had the principle been recognised there the 
hardy yeoinonry of lhal region would have 
mude ihoir voice heard, and instead of the 
v<""altby low cnutrolling all things political, 
lliey wuuld have been compelled to iicknow- 
ledgi' the power of the iiinjorily. And so it 
was III all those .Stalo.^ wliere manhood auf- 
fragi. was least understood and not at all re- 
cognised as a true principle In that p.irl of 
the country the enemies of ilia Govcriiinenl 
wero ll.a most deiianl uiid uncornproniisii'g. 
Ill the Northern tier of Slave Slates Ihe prin 
oipio wa.s put iu prautice, yel but imperfectly 
understood, und there the people were dis- 
posed to lempurise and compromise with the 
rebwls wl.o dared to lay violent hands upon 
tbu aacred compact, our country's constilu- 
liuu. But in thu North, where Ihe principle 
had been put in practice at the etrliest period 
of our DBilonal history, and where its work-

Woll, 
bo would liilijiit il]''if wus a ilillcrencn, bul 
not a iliCi'ieiice uf i\ici' — not such a dillarence 
as was insii r irio 11 lUal) le — sncli poriiii|i9 as 
might oxi-sl betwern Iho family of .Mr. A. 
aiul .Mr. li., onu wliicli had grown oul of the 
Various slates of society and had dcvelojied 
il.;elfin the separata seotinn.s of Ilia country. 
In tho North while all men puliticall.ij were 
eqmtl, SMiully theij were not. In the South 
(i/l white men locially were equal, pMieall;/ 
tlicij were not so, Aud this was th« radical 
difiereuce between the two sections. In the 
North the masses of Ihn people were enga- 
ged in the busy walks of life as aril- 
zans, jirofossional men, men cjf coiuinorco 
mid navigiilioii, bunkrrs, inauul':icliiri.'rs, 
and larmers ; in the .S"iilli «lio great 
bulk ol the people wero engaged in ooltoii 
growing or such staples as reipiirud the aid 
of negro labor, as woll a.s breeding negroes 
lor tbu market. In tho Norm tho interests 
of the people w5re so ili verso and coiillicl- 
ing lhal no chain (d eircuiiisiuiica.s could 
unite Ihein in a political combination lor 
bad ;)urpose«. In llio South the main inter- 
ests of their eeclion being identical Ihe whole 
population were made to feel an influence 
which induced them lo attempt to overthrow 
tho government. la tha North no one interest 
was sufficiently wealthy to control the rest ; 
in the South all the wealth was in the hands 
of Ibe slave holder. In the North no cla°9 of 
society held an exclusive political power, 
and so we find vast soms ol money expended 
yearly for public schools ; in the South the 
legislative iufluooce and power wore in the 
hands of a narrow oxclu«ivo circle, and while 
we found them en.TCling laws, lorrilily -e'vero 
agiinst the slave, iiol one dillur n ex- 
pended for the purpose ol e.slaldisliiug iiisli 
tulions of le.-irning, and thus tlio poor while 
man remains in a stale uf i^'lloraoee that 
enchains him a.s firmly as legal eriactinenia 
did the slave. The piiorosl white man, 
socially, cuiisidered himsell the C(|Ual of the 
richest alavo bolder ; and, as a mailer of 
principle, the liuler uckuuwledged it, for to 
iiim the oi:ly mark ol inferiority uf race was 
the color of iho skin. 

But slavery, the cause of this diflerenco in the 
society of the two sections, wua now struck 
down, and would never again riue to re- 
proach them wilh a sight of its hideous do- 
formity ; and with its death most of the other 
delects ot their 'poliiicat and social systems 
wuuld go, Defer to be seen mure. When a 
great national evil had eaten like u cancer 
into the heart of a peo[de the struggle be- 
comes a de:idly one. Tnere cm be no cmi- 
prouii,"e ; tho evil must triuiiqili or paiiali, 
and in the eufc of iheir country Ibe evil, pow- 
erful as it was, had buon cast oul, and Iboy 
migb: r.oA- say with Iralli that witliiii ihe 
br.;ad hounds of Ih 'ir country thara was no 
slave, bul every man vvaa free ; and bow 
wonderful ti.e ellojl which onaliled Ihoui lo 
succeed I From a people wedded to peace 
and the arts ol industry, they have bocoiiie 
powerful in war nnd terrible in all its 
missiles of dostructiori.

Numbers of cnnoes 
and small b( ate are i-.onlinually ascending 
Captain White's sloainor will ba roudy lo 
navigate the river up to the Big Bend by 
September uu.>;t in timo for the fill trade. 
Our iiiforinuiit naw minora who visiluil llioflo 
diggings in tho spring and rolnrned for sup- 
plies. Thoy reported having fou rid genera I 
good prospects. Ou the bars thay oould gel 
from four to six bits and on Ihi croaks from 
25 cents to a dollar and a quarter to the 
pan. 

Tho diggings tvere causing considerable 
exo.tement and it is anliclpateil that there 
will probably be from 1000 to 10.000 meu 
iherc this summer. A largo stampede will 
no doubt take place from Boise and the 
neighborhood iu this diicoliou. A flimat 
Colville had sent up boats loaded with 
provisions.

Mr. Perry 
informed Mr. Lulnor that he and liis part- 
ners slrnck rich diggings in a creek empty- 
ing into tho Coliirniiia rivor at tho Big Bind, 
and about where tho road from Shusivap 
fvake will strike the rivor. Tbey took out S7U0 
apiece iu a vary short time, bul not having 
a supply of provisions tbey wero eoinpelled 
to leave. 'I'hoy were about si.xty men on the 
creek when he left to get provisions He ru- 
preaenta the mines there as quite otpial to 
Cariboo.

1 should iKil he ourprised to liiid lhal 
good diggings liavo been louiid on the Uoi- 
uiiibia Ibis summer. 

The greater part of the boats that lef. here 
wont high up towards the Big Ueud, but 
from them we have heard nolhing. Il was 
the tail qnd of tho prospectors who struck the 
creak above alluded lo. Two InTge boats 
loaded with merchandise started up lh\3 aftei- 
noon. Tho oiggiuga are 250 milus iiuove 
Colville." 

There has benii no news received ns yet 
from the Governniont e.\plori.'ig parly eom- 
manJed by .Mr. Orr, but everywheia there 
appears lo be tho greatest confidence felt us 
to tho result of Ihe exploraliona and pros[iQct- 
iugs now going on. 

.Mr. Ladner informs us that Iho Hudson 
Bay Company are busily engaged iu erecting 
a Btalion, stnrehnuscs, &a., at tho foot of lake 
Kainloops, which indicates that tbccaulious 
and shrewd direoiors havo no longer any 
misgivings as lo the future ol the country al- 
luded to.
